Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-15, 24, and 26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or otherwise render obvious at the time of invention was made an assembly 
fixing a catheter to a patient which, in conjunction with the other limitations of claim 1, further 
includes a lid which comprises pads which when the lid is closed penetrate into a chamber of a 
housing and are disposed on opposite sides of a part of a catheter implanted in a patient, close the 
chamber, and rest against the skin.
